Miss  Helen  Manley  In  her  talk  to 
the  Christian  Endeavor  Society  of  the 
Christian..  Church  Sunday  evening 
compared  life  to  a  hurdle,  race.  She 
Introduced  her  subject  "by  the  follow¬ 
ing  definition,  “In  a  hurdle'  race  light 
obstacles  are  placed  'on  the  track  at 
regular  Intervals;  the  runner  is  to  leap 
over  the  obstacles.’-’ 

Miss  Manley  divided  the  track 
hurdle  race  into  five  parts:  The  prep¬ 
aration,  the  start,' the  race, 'the  finish, 
and  the  poBt  finish. 

■  In  preparation,  she  said,  a  runner 
niust  be  careful  of  diet,  weight,  and 
physical  condition.  ,  He  is  taught  to 
start  and  to  finish  correctly,  and  how 
to  get  over  the.  tape.  There  is  con¬ 
stant:  running — training  in  short 
sprints  and  the  technique  of  jumping 
the  hurdles.  This  brings  the  runner 
up' to  the  night  before  the  race,  when 
he  is  instructed  to  go  to  bed  early  and 
to  eat  lightly  next  day. 

•  In;  describing  the  start  of  the  race, 
Miss  Manley  said  that  the  runner 
contracts  his  muscles,  toes  the  line 
with. right  fpot  back  :ready  to  push  off, 
takes  a  deep  breath,  and  at  the  pistol 
shot;  leaps  into  the  air  and  is  off.  The 
ruhrier  Is  Careful  not  to  start  too  soon, 
nor  too  late. 

'The  coacli -directs  the  runner  to  run 
fast-  to  get  aq  even  stride,  to  clear 
the  hurdles  the  same  way  each  time 
with  one  fbot  back1  and  one  forward. 
’’Keep  in  the  path  with  face  front,’’  he 
is -told,-  “don’t  Jerk^  don’t/ jump  too 
high— just  clear "the  hurdle." 

;dm  the  finish,  the  runner  -  should 
i  feel'  that  some  one  is  behind  pushing 
,him  to  leap  into  the  air  and  throw 
himself  over,  the  tape.  , 

• "  At  the -post  finish  some  one  is 
ready  to  patch  the  runner,  wrap  him  in. 
a  'blahketi  rub  him  down,  and  encour- 
ugohlnr’-Whotherdre’huB  -done  well-  or 
not.  :.  ;TUIs  one  may  bfe  a  friend  of.  the 
runner  or.  it,  may  be  the  coach.  The 
runner  is  ready  for  the  next  cycle. 

■  Miss  Manley  said  that  life  may  be 
compared,  to  -the  riic'e  just  described. 

.  The  preparation  is  the  training  of  par- 
.  ents,  school  teachers,  and  religious 
teachers.  :  The  start  is  being  on  time, 
getting  a  firm. grip,  and  not  starting 
too ^oon  nor  too  late. 

In  the  Race  of  .Life  the  runner  must 
keep  the  path."  He  finds  that  the  hur¬ 
dles  are  higher  than  he  expected;  they 
are  not  at  regular  Intervals.  Mis3 
Manley  explained  by  using  a  method’s 
course  as  an  example.  In  that  course- 
the  student  learns  how  to  teach,  but 
in  actual  teaching,  he  finds  problems 
which  have  never  been  .discussed  in 
Cla88.  '  V:  —  .  7  V. 

'The  speaker  stated  that  there  is. a 
tendency ‘for  runners  to  get  out  of  the 
path  and  use  short-cuts  to  get  ahead 
and  in  so  doing  lose  the  race.  Many 
runners  jump  tod  high;  this  spends 
energy  and  sets  falsa,  standards  for 
the  other  fellow.  The  runners  on  the 
Life  Track.  kuow  how  to  run,  and 
should  help  those  who  are  notpre-, 
paired/ 

Miss  Ma.nleiy  .cjpaed  her  talk  by 
showing,  how'  ti^.-pud  of  lifb  is  like  I 
the  end  ofYjtlie  rack.  .No  matter  how 
poorly  the  runner  has  done,  there  is 
always  sonfe  one  to  receive  him  at 
tbe  finisb^  It  matters  not  how  many 
hurdles  he'  may  have  knocked  down, 
If  he  has  done  his  beat,  God  Is  there 
wUh  bis '  blanket  of'  love  \to  receive 
hi^-  ^nto  Himself.

-The  principal  talk  of  the  assembly 
hour  last  week  was  given  by  Dr.  Kel¬ 
ler,  of  the  Education  Department,  who 
said'  ip  part: 

"The  greatest  need  of  our  schools 
is  better  trained  teachers.  There  has 
been  a  'remarkable  increase  of  college 
students  in  the  teacher  training  de- 
paartments.  Out  of  550,000  students 
enrolled  in  colleges  of  this  country,  ap¬ 
proximately  250,000  are  taking  teach¬ 
er  training  work.  This  increase  Is 
due  partly  to  the  increase  of.  salaries, 
and  the  advance  of  teaching  as  a  pro¬ 
fession.  The  producing  of  a  surplus  ot 
trained  minds  in  this  country  will 
necessarily  cause  an  overflow  of  train¬ 
ed  people  to  foreign  countries  where 
they  go  for  larger  financial  gains. 
These  foreign  countries  Will  send  us 
in  return  their  surplus  of  unskilled 
laborers.  This  Is  a  great  educational 
problem  which  mu3t  be  faced  and 
solved  by  the  people.  Three  things 
were  given  as  factors  in  solving  this 
problem; 

(1) .  A  fuller  spirit  of  democracy; 

(2)  An  adequate  financial  situation 
for  education; 

(3)  Trained  teachers. 

It'  becomes  necesbary  ' to  train  peo¬ 
ple  to  get  the  most  out  of  life  regard¬ 
less  of-  money-values.  -  The  safety  ot 
the  public  depends  on  the  teachers 
for  they  are  the  ones  most  interested 
in  the  welfare  of  America’s  future 
citizens.  There  is  no  calling,  except 
parenthood  as  noble  as  teaching. 
Teachers  are  the.  molders  of  destiny. 
They  enlarge  the  life  of  othei-B  and 
shall  preserve  America  by/  teaching 
the  children.”

The  idea  of  providing  a  elub  house 
lias  been  a  dream  of  the  Newman  Club 
for  several  yeurs,  hat  finances  have  up 
until  lust  September  proved  too  diffi¬ 
cult  mi  obstacle  to  overcome. 

Lust  summer  when  pjmis  were  made 
to  turn  the  house  nt  311  West  Third 
street  intu  mi  lupii  rtuient  house,  Miss 
Katliyriue  mid  .Miss  Margaret  Franken 
saw  its  possibilities  and  wondered  if 
it  could  profitably  he  turned  into  ,a 
club  house,  Upon  investigation  they 
fbuml  several  prominent  citizens  who 
were  interested  iu  the  .idea.  Interest 
grew  among  the  college  students,  mid 
ns  interest  grew  the  funds  grew.  The 
dream  of  the  Newman  Club  lias,  now 
■become  a  reality. 

The  Newman  Club  can  be  justly  proud 
of  the  fact  that  the  furniture  is  prac¬ 
tically  paid  for,  ,-iiul  a  thousand  dollar 
payment  has  been  made  on  the .  house.

Ited  the  orchard,  near  President  Lain 
kin's  residence.  They  examined  the 
orchard  for  the  various  enemies  of 
fruits,  did  some  grafting,  ’and.  obser¬ 
ved  the  effects  of  pruning.  Besides 
this  work,  they  got  experience,  in 
spraying  vegetable  crops.  They  have

jThe  object  of  school  work  in  English 


pi;  is;  to  prepare  young  people  to  meet  the 
yp^mandp,  which,  the  situations  of  life 
jpfffirlll  make  Upon  them.  There  is  wide 
(fiverfetyiee  of  opinion,  however,  as  to 
‘  the  success  of  our  endeavors  (  iijiitl  the 
adequacy  of  the  methods  followed.  It 
is  frequently  asserted  that  the  level 
'  of  popular  command  6f  English  is  low¬ 
er  than  it  ought  to  be,  not  only  as 
regards  accuracy,  but  as  regards  readi¬ 
ness;  not  only  when  .men  and  women 


have  to  write,  but  even  in  their  con¬ 


versation  on  social  and  business  mat- 
■  ters,  and  in  the  way  they  interpret 
■what  they  hear  and  what  they  read. 
It  is  asserted  also  that  , the  English  of 
the  schools  and  the  English  of  life  are 


too  far  apart. 


Before  the .  justice  :of  these  asser- 
'tions  can  be  determined,  and  before 
any  readjustment  of  school  curricula 
or  methods  can  “  be -  widely  undertaken, 
■  we  need  to  know  more  definitely  than 
now  what  are'  the  purposes  for’  .which 
the  .ordinary  citizen  has  to  use  the 
medium  of  language,  and  what,  kinds 
of  difficulties  are'  involved.

problem  of  touching  English.  It  is  di¬ 
vided  into  tivo  sections,"  the  first  en¬ 
titled  "The  Common  Uses  of  English, 
for  Communication,"  and  the  second 
"The  Common  Uses  of  English  for  In¬ 
terpretation.”  _ _  , 

Under  “The  Common  Uses  of  Eng¬ 
lish  for  Communication”  ,we  have  sec¬ 
tions  on  Interviews,  Conversation,  Pub-, 
lie  Speaking,  and  Writing.  Under  the 
bead  of  Interviews  there  are  questions 
on  tlie  Use  of  English  in  the  adjust¬ 
ment  of  claims,  on  dealings  with  cus¬ 
tomers  or  patrons,  on  the  collection 
of  information,  on  reports,  on  giving 
instructions  to  subordinates,  and  on 
conference.  Under  the  bead  of  Con¬ 
versation  there  are  inquiries  about 
talks  with  strangers  or  casual  acquain¬ 
tances,  on  tho  use  of  English  at  social 
gatherings,  and  on  telephone  talk.
